3. BLACK ALGAE CONTROL: Apply 16 ounces for every 10,000 gallons of water when
algae first appears. Brush spots daily to remove dead algae. Vacuum out settled algae.

4. TO MAINTAIN POOLS FREE OF VISIBLE ALGAE GROWTH: Use 4 to 8 ounces of this
product per 10,000 gallons of water weekly.
